He also said that with some 
of the decisions made by the 
last council, opposition to 
some of them has been made 
clear within the public. 

"We promised progress but 
with progress comes change 
and change has its enemies,” 
said Martin to a crowd of 
about 400 people in atten¬ 
dance at the Leisureplex ban¬ 
quet hall. 

"And indeed it was the

"I find it unfortunate that 
he would ask a municipality 
to do something that is con¬ 
trary to its by-laws," said 
Martin on Wednesday. 

The mayor is also con¬ 
cerned about the reasoning 
behind the suggestion, say¬ 
ing that he was only told by 
Chan that the NPC needs to 
head in a "new direction."

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Point Abino skeletons no longer in Town’s hands

For the last several 
months the fate of the 
human remains that were 
unearthed by a construc¬ 
tion crew on Port Abino 
Road have been in ques- 

The remains, which were 
believed to be located in an 


unmarked pioneer ceme¬ 
tery, will eventually find a 
final resting place, but will 
have to wait for the 
province to run through its 
process before there are 
any final determinations. 

Earlier this year, on 
August 10, the crew uncov¬ 
ered what was determined 
to be an adult human 
skeleton while installing a 
natural gas line. 

With the discovery came

The result of the investi¬ 
gations saw more remains, 
including that of an infant 
and a two-year-old child. 

When it was determined 
that the skeletons were not 
linked to any type of crimi¬ 
nal activity or wrongdoing, 
the matter was turned over 
to the Town, which at this 
point has relinquished any 
decision making to the 
provincial level of govern¬ 
ment that would make 
decisions when dealing 
with cemeteries.

Town property," said mayor 
Doug Martin.

Moving now into the 
hands of the province, the 
next step will be to make 
sure that the public is 
aware of what is going on. 

“The registrar will pub¬ 
lish notices in the newspa¬ 
per inviting representatives 
to contact him,” said 
Sandra Bento, junior issues 
media analyst at the min¬ 
istry of consumer services. 
“Following that, the regis¬ 
trar will make a declaration 
of an ‘unapproved ceme¬

Ultimately, what will be 
done with the remains is 
unknown at this point, but 
there is some direction in 
the matter.

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Long-awaited skatepark ready to roll

For those who have waited 
- and there have been many, 
for the new skate park to 
open had a brief moment to 
indulge in the new facility 
before the snow began to fell. 

With its construction com¬ 
pleted just over two weeks 
ago, many had the opportu¬ 
nity to enjoy some test runs 
in the $600,000 concrete 
playground, giving rave 
reviews along the way. 

“It’s a phenomenal facility 
in the eyes of the users,” said 
chair of the skatepark adviso¬ 
ry committee Stephen 
Passero, based on the feed¬ 
back he heard. 

“We were fortunate that 
the weather co-operated and 
the kids were able to use the 
facility for a couple of weeks.” 

Signe Hansen, manager of 
parks and open space devel¬ 
opment for the Town of Fort 
Erie, said that kids were com¬ 


ing horn all over, including 
St. Catharines and Buffalo to 
enjoy the park before the 
snow hit, and believes that it 
will be a draw for people 
from all over southern 
Ontario. 

There are still a few minor 
additions to be done to the 
park come the new year, with 
some accent lighting and 
benches to be installed to 
finalize the facility. 

One fixture that has been 
installed and won’t be going 
anywhere is a permanent 
webcam that monitors the 
skate park. 

“It acts as surveillance as 
well as for parents who might 
want to keep an eye on their 
kids," said Hansen. 

"But it also gives you the 
opportunity to check out the 
conditions before you go 
there - it’s a live stream, it’s 
pretty neat" 

Passero says that the new 
park is the only one in the 
region that has a bowl ele¬ 
ment to it - which includes a 


shallow end with a depth of 
five- feet that is connected to 
a dogleg that dips down to 
seven feet. 

It also boasts a 10,000 
square foot street course that 
includes flat banks, stairs, fun 
boxes, roller paths and quar¬ 
ter pipes. 

Despite being dubbed a 
skate park, it can be enjoyed 
by skateboarders, 

rollerbladers and BMX riders 
alike. 

With plans for the project 
stemming back to 2004, 
Passero says that it’s great to 
see the plans come to 
fruition, noting that there are 
many people who are owed 
thanks - from those who 
were on the project the entire 
time to those who were there 
only a short while. 

“It is absolutely tremen¬ 
dous to see something go 
from the planning stage to 
physical completion,” he 

"We had bumps along the 
way and differences of opin¬ 


ions, but that’s part of the 
process. Every single contri¬

Situated between the 
YMCA and Town Hall, 
Passero says that the location 
sends a loud and clear mes¬ 
sage that the Town is working

“You always hear how 
there needs to be more to do 
here for the youth,” he said. “I 
think this is a great first step 
in showing we’re serious 
about providing that - we’re 
not putting them behind an 
old building or out of the 
way, they’re at the front steps 
of Town Hall.” 

With an official grand 
opening set for May 28,2011, 
Passero says that the time 
with snow on the ground will 
be used in order to get every¬ 
thing ready in preparation 
for the big opening day. 

“We’re going to plan over 
the winter," said Passero. 


“There are some things we 
have confirmed already, but 
we want to do it up right and 
give everyone an opportunity 
to see it in its fullest form.”

Fort Erie can expect cool¬ 
er temperatures and more 
snow this year compared to 
last, according to warning 
preparedness meteorolo¬ 
gist with Environment 
Canada Geoff Coulson. 

“This year is going to be 
more of a traditional winter 
for Fort Erie and a little 
more on the cooler side,” he 
said. “The big driver last 
year, not only in Fort Erie 
but across Ontario, was an 

Pacific Ocean.” 

One of the biggest con¬ 
tributors to the white win¬ 
ters in Fort Erie is the lake 
effect snow that is generat¬ 
ed off Lake Erie, and snow¬ 
fall this year is likely to fall 


in the average; 

“Looking at the statistics, 
normal snow fall for the 
month of December is 46.3 
cm,” said Coulson of what 
to expect during the month 
of December. “The models 
we're looking at now are 
indicating precipitation 
levels around normal.” 

According to Coulson, 
last year’s snowfall yielded 
110 cm of snow, with this 
winter expected to be back 
around normal at roughly 
182 cm. 

One of the main changes 
this winter is likely to see as 
opposed to last is that 
storms coming out of the 
American West will travel 
over the Great Lake areas, 
where as last year they 
stayed south of the border. 

One of the biggest mes¬ 


sages Coulson and 
Environment Canada want 
to get out to people this 
year is to plan ahead if you 
are traveling, especially if 
you're going to be on the 

"For anyone planning to 
travel, especially in a car 
driving, it’s very important 
to know the weather fore¬ 
cast not only where you're 
leaving from but also your 
destination and along the 
way,” he said. “Otherwise 
you may find yourself driv¬ 
ing right into a storm.” 

While a few flurries con¬ 
tinue to fly in the early days 
of December, the forecast 
for the rest of the month 
and the entire winter sea¬ 
son will have people reach¬ 
ing for their snow shovels 
more often than last year.

Frank Passero Jr. 


Frank Passero Jr., the man 
who still holds the record for 
most wins at one Woodbine 
meet by a trainer, passed away 
last week in Toronto. 

Passero, bom in Fort Erie, 
succumbed after a long battle 
with cancer. He was 77. 

Based at Woodbine for most 
of his excellent career, Passero 
collected two other Woodbine 
training titles in 1981 (Autumn 
meet) and 1992, in addition to 
his still-standing record mark 
of 89 wins in 1995. He also 
recorded five Ontario training 
championships, including 
titles at Greenwood and Fort 
Erie, in 1981, 1982,1988, 1992 
and 1995. 

Characterized as the “King of 
the Claimers” for much of his 
career, he also won dozens of 
stakes races, including multi¬ 
ple added-money wins by I 
Can’t Believe, Fleet Wahine 
and Wild Zone. He earned his 
training license in 1965 and fin¬ 
ished with 2,061 lifetime 

He is probably best known 
for his remarkable accomplish¬ 
ment of winning a world- 
record 14 consecutive races at 
Gulfstream Park in Florida in

Rymarchuk and Mackenzie 
McAvoy, the Meteors had a 
spread out scoring attack that 
also saw three goals come 
with the extra man advan¬ 
tage. 

“That’s the way it has been 
all season long for us,” said 


manager Tony Passero of the 
scoring distribution. “The 
goals we have scored have 
been coming from different 
guys all the time.”
